Wyman-Gordon Company (WG) is undertaking four environmental remediation projects located in
multiple areas on the 189-acre site located at 230 and 244 Worcester Street, North Grafton, MA and a
40-acre parcel located at 1537 Grafton Road, Millbury, MA. The Site is listed with the Massachusetts
Department of Environmental Protection-Bureau of Waste Management (MassDEP) under RTN2-0535
and the projects are being conducted as Response Actions subject to the Massachusetts Contingency
Plan (MCP) 310 CMR 40.0000. The Site is currently classified as Tier 1A pursuant to a January 15,
2006 Tier IA Permit. WG 1s obliged under the Tier A permit to obtain a Response Action Outcome
(RAOQ) prior to June 15, 2009, when the Tier 1A permit expires. The projects proposed under this
Environmental Notification Form will allow WG to achieve a Class C RAO.
